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Ia this no spear of vegetation is allowed
to take root to dispute the claim of the
orange to the entire nourishing properties of
the soil. The trees are planted far enough
spart to admit of a team driving between
the rows. To drive through a suecession of
these oraoge avenpes and pluck the sweet,
juiew fruit along the way is equal to the
realization of a beautiful dream.

Practical Side of the Orange Grove.

An experience like this captivates the
“Yankee,” asall Northerners are termed.
You are in love with Florida aod waat an
“orap¥e grove” right away., As soon ss the
first ecstacy of delight weass off you begin
to appreciste the beauty of the grovein 2
practical way. The round pold balls on the
trees suggest (o your mind gold doliars, and
are apt to lead you to inguire how much
time, work snd mwoney is required to place
s grove in bearing condition. A few min-
utes’ conversation with the owner gives youn
to understand thut it takes at least nineor
ten years of patieut waiting—the first five or
gix of which represent pothing but hard
work.

The curse of earning bread by the sweat
of the brow hss not been taken from Florida.
To have and to hold in this sunny clime
means just as mich work as 1n any other,
but vou are perbaps a little more sure of
certain reward in good time. An orange
grove once in bearing insures an sanusl in-
come through life. Trees once properly
pisnted need no replacing, live for vears
and bear continually. It i3 not unususl to
come across trees, stout and hardy, which
have borne regularly for 20 years,

The Wild Ormnge Unfit to Eat,

The nutive or wild orange of which the
woods are full, is very sour and wuscfit for
use, o startinga grove these young wild
trees are brought from the forest, trans-
planted, and wben grafted with fine varieties
make, many think, the best bearing tree.
Others plant groves euntirely in seedlings.
Agsain, you see zroves which have been
eturted richt in the woods, where the trees
heve grown in their wild state, They have
been thinned out, budded, placed in rows as
even as possible, and are now thrifty bear-
ing trees, A few wyears is gained by this
wode and & more speedy resuit will likely
be realized.

The orange grower, like all others inter-
ested in froit raising, is coustaotly seeking
after fine and new varieties. The Intest or
newest freak in orance cuiture is known as
the navel orauge. This odd cimen at-
tracts considerable attention, It is large,
gmooth, fine 1n flavor, and a kiad of double
orange. From ontside appearance thisis
not noticeable. The slight indenture caused
by the dual growth marks the nawe of the
vuriety on each wellow coat. Inside the
maiu orange is & small ove about the size of
s jarge hickory nut. This miniature growth
is merely novel and does not adc any to the
quality of the fruit.

¥ew of the Many Varieties.

Other varieties betiter koown and more
delicate in flavor are the maugerine and tan-
gerine. The russet, not being a pretty
orange, is bard to dispose of 1o Northern
fruit buvers, but is berea general favorite
and is well known to be the sweetest of all
the varieties. The grape fruit is another of
the orange family, but very unplike in taste.
11 takes its mname from the way in
witich the fruit clusters on the branches
The fruit §s very large, sometimes
messuring  from 12 to 15 inches
Seversl dozen on o stem bang in a great
cluster, like » buge bunch of grapes. The
fiber ot the wood is very strong, otherwise
the limbe would break wuuder the great
weight of the iruit.

The medinm size orange is slways the
best. The large ones sre, as a ruie, coarrs
and sonr. It is wonderful the size it is possi-
ble te grow them. In s grove the other
duy we measured one 171 inches

This is the beight of the orauge season. In
sll the groves now the fruit is being picked
ond shipped. Some hold their crop back a
litle later than others, in hopes of getting
better prices, but these run somewhat of a
risk. A freeze in Florida at this time wounld
be a terrible loss Every orange wounld
drop to the ground and be of no earthly use,
unless cooked into marmalade or used to fiil
up some of her many lakes.

Fuinoos Northern Orange Growers.

From 100 miles below Jacksouville in the
couniies of Volusin, Orange and others, one
can scarcely get out of sight of & grove. It
§s in this section we encountered the groves
belonging to well-koown people of the
North. Mrs H. B, Stowe, De Land, the
New York ““starch wman,” and Stetson, the
“hat king,” of Philadelphia.

Exclusive orange culture in Middle and
Southern Florida is only of recent date.
Huviog no railroads there was of course no
mwarket, aod the native paid little if any at-
teution to raiging the fruit, Cotton, rice and
sugur cane were the principal products,
Now, sincs the raiiroads sre crossing the
State in every direction, thiogs have
changed, The Northern markets have been
brought to tie farmer’s very door. The
cotton king has been deposea—the orange
reigus supreme.

Hing Ormnge Dethrones King Cotton,

Many of the old Flonda planters have
gatbered their last crop of Sea Island cotton,
snd have Juid out tneir plantations in plots
of from cue-guarter to five acres. New peo-
ple have becn cowmiog in, apd now we see
evervwhere neat little bomes with a *just
up" appearapce, surronvded with gardens
and groves.

Ten years ago De Land was very little
more than & pioe forest. Now it is a town
of beauti'ul homes in the midst of orange
groves, Every person in the place isin-
terested in orsuge cultare, most of whom
nre of the North. The place is known here
ns o Northern town. Le Land shows well
what u veritable Eden it is possible to muke
in this eclimate, Another interesting in-
stance is the Burdett Island grove. About
two miles below Oakland, between Lake
Apopks snd John's Luke, is the little town
of Killarney, Near this and st the most
southerno point on Lake Apopka lies the

Bardett Island Grove.

The owner, Judge Burdett, was originally
from Kentueky., Five vears ago be came to
Florida, seitled at Killarney and -bought
the Ieland Grove, which takes ils name
{rom once haviap been surrounded by water,
The soil of the islnnd is bammock land, sur-
rounded by beds of muck, and is considered
the richest land in the comnty. °

The orchard covers an area of 22 acres,
and is known as a native grove. Less than
nine years ago the young trees were thinned
out and budded with fiuve grafts, and vow
stand in the rich soil 30 feet apart, &0 or 60
to the acre—in ull, 1,600 trees ou the 22 acres.
The vield in oranres from this number of
trees, My, Burdeit states, showed to be
equal to 8,000 buxes, but owlng to a fros
last March his fruit this year isa partial
failure. The F blossom was de-

ved. In Juneibe trees bloomed |||'u.l‘I
ﬂw:mphmhuhm this secon

per barrel. In March Mr. Burdett expects
hm zetlia the same city $10 00 to $14 00 per
arrel.

The Orange Belt Railway, which extends
from Banford to St. Petersburg, ou the gulf,
& distance of 155 miles, is ouve of the roads
which has done so much toward develop-
ing this section of the State. In speakin
of this great chauge, Mr. Burdett remark
that beiore this road his door, his
orange gwove was not worth to him a dollar,
